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The amendment filed January 28, 2001 is not in accordance with the MPEP Section 1411 
requirements insofar as all matter to be deleted from the patent must be placed between brackets 
and all matter to be added to the patent must be underlined. 

Additionally in the insert portion to page 3, line 14 the terminology "trocar " as opposed to 
'stylet' is apparently incorrectly being used in lines 6 and 7 thereof. 

The Declarations submitted in this case fail to comply with all of the requirements in that the 
country of citizenship of each inventor as required by 35 U.S.C. 115 and 37 CFR 1.63(a)(3) has 
not been provided and residence and mailing address of each inventor has not been presented (37 
CFR 1.76). . 

1. Claims 1-23 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath or declaration under 
35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

Claims 7 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 based on lack of a reissuable error insofar as 
applicant is claiming the subject matter of the species of Figure 5 which was cancelled in original 
case Serial No. 06/908,556 in response to an election of species requirement in response to which 
a Figure 4 election had been made. See also MPEP Sections 1402 and 1450 
.2. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention, insofar as the claims conflict with the respective base claims in claiming that the 
second conductor is disposed about the first conductor in contradistinction to the parent claim 



language.
